It is calculated, however, lo' tlo 


away with virtually all (tlie compli- 
cated machinery of the first draft, 
tnd to make the operations of the 
ocal boards here after jittle more 
than ruBber stamp proceedings. 


MEN NEEDED AT HOME TO STAY. 


The plan was worked out at con- 


ferences with local and-dlstrict board 
officials and approved by the various 
state authorities. Its chief features 
are that every registered man will 
know his ex-act position and be able 
to arrange, his affairs accordingly, 
n.nd that no man deemed necessary 
n any important industry or needed 
at home to support his family wlil 
be called to the colors unless 
the 


military situation is desperate. 


Detailed regulations to govern the 


lew system are now being made ready 
For distribution to local -and district 
loard members. General Crowder In 
a formal statement assures them that 
they will lie given ample opportun- 
ty to familiarize 
themselves with 


hese regulations before the machin- 
ery provided is called into use. 


NE3tT CALL SOON? 


As the next call to the colors is 


to be made under the new plan, this 
assurance is taken to indicate that 
the second call is not to be expected 
liefore the first of the year, although 
no authoritative statement on this 
point was available tonight 


TEXT OF ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Following is the text of the an- 


nouncement: 


'With the completion of the draft 


of the first army of 687.000 men, a 
new system will be Installed for the 
creation of succeeding armies, which 
will greatly lessen the labors of the 
local and district boards. So far has 
this been accomplished that It is be- 
lieved that under the new system 80 
per cent of the work will be elimin- 
ated while the forms to be used will 
not exceed 20 in number, as compared 
with approximately 183 .forms which 
the present system requires. 


TO CLASSIFY EACH MAN. 


'Along with the reduction of labor 


there will be 
provided a system 


fhich will classify each one of the 
ine million men who have not yet 


been Inducted into military service, 
and each man will have been given 
his place in the national scheme of 
defense. 


VFIVE CLASSES. 


'To do this, it has been determined 


to obtain from each man complete 
information of a charact* which will 
definitely fix his economic worth, as 
compared with his fellow registrant, 
and from the Information thus ob 
tained, to place him in one of five 
classes each to be called in turn ai 
the need arises. 


QUESTIONNAIRE. 


"The method of obtaining this in 


formation Is through a questionnaire, 
a series of questions calculated to 
produce the Information 
required. 


This document will be mailed to ev- 
ery registrant not yet in service, on 
Ji day to be fixed, seven days being 
given to each registrant to complete 
and return the same. Every oppor- 
tunity will be offered to each'man 
to complete his questionnaire fully 
and without error. 


"The local boards will then exam- 


ine each questionnaire and 
assign 


each registrant to one of fivo classes. 


"These classes will be based upon 


every conceivable condition, from the 
family or occupational 
standpoint, 


that should -properly be advanced by 
a man Desiring, to be excused from 
military duty. Class one win be the 
first called for physical examination 
ami service, and wiren It is exhausted, 
if the nation's needs are such as to 
make it necessary, class two will 
follow and thus each man, registered 
will ultimately take his place 
if 


needed. ^ 


OPPORTUNITY TO APPEAL. 


"Every opportunity for appeal from 


such classification by the local board 
has been retained and perfected, but 
proceedings have been greatly sim- 
plified. 


"The tedious work of 
the local 


boards Ras been practically elimi- 
nated by the production of a form to 
be known-as No. 1.000: which will.be 
the foundation stone of tho new sys- 
tem. 
Through its use all tho la- 


borious work of making and posting 
lists has been eliminated. All 6f the 
old docket sheets and records-will be 
made unnecessary .and by the ar- 
rangements of Its columns the work 
of the'local board will be reduced to 
a minimum. 


CAN USE RUBBER STAMP. 


On this new .form the complete his- 


tory of each man's case will appear 
at a glance, 'beginning with hi* order 
number and ending with his Induc- 
tion into a 'military camp, while at 
the close'of etch day's .work the local 


board is enabled to complete In a few 
minute's with a rubber stamp what 
*as hitherto taken hours to complete. 
The system is such that it will pre- 
sent each case almost automatically 
to the local board. 
( 


"The completion of the new system 


will solve problems which have con- 
fronted the provost-marshal general, 
and caused ^lm much concern. 


'One of the most serious of these 


has been keeping together the great 
organization of the local and district 
boards which, from a numerical view- 
point, is of the strength of an army 
division; many of these officials have 
been clamoring for relief on account 
of the drain on their time, and the 
new system will make it easily pos- 
sible for them to continue their duties 
for which they have proven them- 
selvefe eminently fitted. 


'Another problem solved was the 


question of expediency of continuing 
the examination of the entire regis- 
try, thus fixing each man's status. 
This would have involved a medical 
examination of each 
man, wh'ose 


physical condition might change from 
day to day, thus making this great 
undertaking volueless. 


"Again under the old system of ex- 


emption and discharge, it would have 
been necessary if Iho national need 
required It. to send for the exempted 


an to return for physical examina- 


tion, while in the meantime his in- 
dustrial or family status might have 
changed, thus involving endless ap- 
peals and confusion. 


CALLED WHEN NEEDED. 


"The new system fixes a man's 


class, and calls him in his .proper 
turn when he is needed. He will be 
examined physically only when need- 
ed. Thus the labors at the medical 
officers will be called for only when 
required. If the nation needs a half 
million men, they will respond each 
in his turn fixed by his class. 


"The man who can least be spared 


either as the head of a family or the 
head of a business necessary to the 
defense of the nation will be the last 
to eo. 


"The new plan is being made ready 


for the printer and will be submitted 
to the local and' district boarda in 
.imi.le time to enable them to fa- 
miliarize themselves with It, and thus 
approach their next draft with a thor- 
ough knowledge of its requirements."

70 MORE BANKS IN 


RESERVE SYSTEM 


Washington, Oct. 20.—Seventy state 


banks and trust companies, among 
them some of the largest institutions 
of the kind in the country have Join- 
ed the federal reserve system, or made 
application for membership since Oct. 
1 Applications continue to come into 
a board at the rate of three to five 
a day, and a decided increase in this 
number is expected within a short 
time.

7 Killed in London Shop- 


ping District. 


London, Oct. 20.—Of the twenty- 


seven deaths officially' reported as 
the result of last night's air raid, 
seven persons were killed outright 
by bombs that fell in the shopping 
district of London, and thirteen by a 
torpedo, which destroyed three houses 
in tho residential quarter.

TRAGIC STORIES. 


Investigation by the 
Associated 


Press of the London area affected by 
last night's raids showed no seri- 
ous property damage had been caused 
by the attack of the German air- 
ships. 


While vain search was made for 


any military advantage gained by 
last night's air raid, several tragic 
stories came to light 
Perhaps the 


most pitiful was the killing of a 
widow and her seven children In ad- 
dltion to a lodger In the house. 
It 


appears that the mother went to th= 
front door and Inquired of a neighbor 
whether the "all clear" signal had 
been given, and turned to go back. 
when the bomb dropped. A few mini 
uQes later the neighbor found the 
mother unconscious in the street, her 
home wrecked and her children bur- 
ied in the debris. 
The woman re- 


gained consciousness long enough to 
nsk for her children. 


Another remarkable case was that 


of a young woman who was dug out 
of the wreckage in the basement of a 
fish market, where several persons, 
with, whom she took shelter, were 
killed. 
She was pinned there for 


hours, but escaped serious injury. 


BLAME CANDY MAKERS 


FOR SUGAR SHORTAGE 


Food Administrator Hits Containers and Manufac- 


turers of Sweets for Low Supply. 


Washington, Out. 20.—Blame for the 


present sugar shortage north of Sa- 
vannah and east of Pittsburgh Ms 
placed squarely on consumers and 
on manufacturers of candies and oth- 
er sweets by the food administration. 


In a statement today the food ad- 


ministration 'said that had its recent 
request for the curtailment of the 
use of sugar been heeded, present con- 
ditions would not exist, and It again 
warned the people to^economize un- 
til new supplies are available. 


The administration made this ex- 


planation of Its efforts to relieve 
the shortage: 


"The food administration some days 


ago directed all manufacturers and 
distributors of sugar to cease sales 
to confectioners,' syrup and luxury! 
manufacturers, until Cuban supplies 
are available. By this means 
the 


sugar consumption of the area of 
plentiful sugar south of Savannah 
and. west of Pittsburgh should be 
greatly reduced and thus expedite the 
arrival of beet sugar into th« sparse 
area. 
HOUSEHOLDERS ALSO BLAMED. 
"The purchase of more sugar by 


households than is needed from week 
to week only adds difficulties to the 
distributing agencies of the country 
which are co-operating loyally 
to 


minimize the period and intensity of 
shortage that exists in the north- 
eastern states. Reports today show 
that many retailers in many cities 
in this section are doing their best 
to effect just distribution and hold 
prices, but are having much dlfficul- 


l ty 
1th this hoarding consumer."

FAMINE AT HAND 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—Formal warnlne 


was issued here this afternoon on 
instructions from—the office of Food 
Administrator Hoover that a sugar 
famine Is upon the country, and that 
the moment of America's first self- 
denial in the matter of food has ar- 
rived. 


The announcement that this "con- 


dition is serious enough in the west 
and middle west, but in the east it 
has developed into a famine," was 
made here by Henry H. Rolapp, presi 
dent of the United States Sugar Man 
jfacturers' association, and treasurer 
of the sugar distributing committee 
of the food administration, on receipt 
of a telegram from George M. Rolph, 
chief of tho sugar division ft 
the 


food administration at Washingtoi 
Mr. Rolapp estimates that for every 
five pounds of sugar needed, there Is 
but one pound In Jlie country, the 
present supply being about 100,000 
tons. 


WEATHER HOLDS NEW CROr. 
I 


On receipt of the telegram Mr. Uo- 


lapp issued a statement In which he 
said that a few weeks ago It was 
hoped that the situation- might be 
tided over until receipt of tho Cuban 
crop. At this juncture, however, came 
a cry from France where they had 
been existing on the most, meagre 
supply, and for patriotic reasons tho 
food administration diverted" to the 
greater need of an ally the product 
from our own shores, despite Jhe 
great need here. The loss fell on the 
Atlantic states principally. The sac- 
rifice was cheerfully made, and hope 
was transferred to the beet sugar 
crop. Here came disappointment, too, 
for adverse weather held back the 
crop three or four weeks, and brought 
about the present critical situation. 


• * SCANTIEST MINIMUM. 
The statement adds: 
"The food administration sugar dis- 


tributing committee,' under authority 
from Washington, has ordered every 
producing factory In the United States 
to immediately divert sugar ship- 
ments to the far eastern states. keep- 
Ins for the west and the middle west, 
only the scantiest minimum. 


"In the meantime all luxuries. In- 


cluling candy-making, must be lim- 
ited to the extreme. Jobbers and re- 
tailers must be made guardians for 
a very much reduced household con- 
sumption: and the producers and rail- 
roads must use extraordinary efforts 
to tide over this first experience- In 
food shortage which has overtaken 
the American public. 


"All of this involves^ffort and sac- 


rifice from everybody, but when once 
convinced of its necessity the Ameri- 
can p-ibirc may always be relied upon 
to manifest its utmost willingness 
for sacrifice." 


Mr. Rolapp roughly estimated that 


for every 'ive pounds of sugar needed 
there is butione pound in the country. 
Hi est'mated the entire supply, at 
a.bout 100,000 tons.

POLJCE KNEW TROUBLE. 


Chief of Police E. E. Wills stated 


Saturday night that the police de- 
partment had known of the Crisis' 
trouble before the shooting. 
Crist/ 


told the chief Saturday evening that 
six months ago he had suspected his 
wife of wrong-doing' and had tried 
to shoot her, but the revolver failed 
to explode. 


A few "weeks ago Crist complain- 


ed to the police about hie wife, and 
Chief- Wills told him that he must 
first secure 
evidence against his 


wife before any action could be 
taken. 
At 9 o'clock Friday' night 


Crist called the police ana said he 
had seen his wife and a man enter 
the house on Cerro Gordo, where she 
stayed, 
Chief Wills, Captain Whit- 


ten tend Officer Lynch went out and 
surrounded the house. They saw a 
man there, but Mrs. Crist declared 
positively that the man had merely 
helped her carry some washing home. 
The police were inclined to believe 
Mrs Crist, and they told the hus- 
band that they had no reason for 
molesting her. The incident contin-

can be sent to this place: also there 
Is more or less of a system of allot- 
ment of sugar. 
The district is sup- 


posed to get along with a certain 
amount and It is rather definitely de- 
cided in Chicago how much Decatur 
should have. 
No one here knows 


what the sugar allotment is for De- 
c'atur, but' the Jobbers are sure that 
ft is not as much as this district 
usually handles, approximately a car- 
load a day.

"No more individual type in the modern newspaper com- 


posing room." This is the last word in the art preservative 
of all arts. 


The first printing was from engraved blocks. 
Then came the invention of movable type, which has 


by some been considered the most important invention of all 
time. 


Next came a period, covering several centuries, during 


which all improvement was toward perfecting the quality and 
manufacture of the individual or movable type. 


When the mechanical genius of America turned to the 


problem of setting type by machinery) it was found by many 
years of costly experiment to be an economic failure, not be- 
cause it could not be done, but because it could not be done 
commercially. 


It was only when Ottmar Mergehthaler evolved the line as 


the unit instead of the individual type from which preceded the 
Line o' Type, (now familiarly known as the "Linotype" ) that 
the great problem of the~composing room was in a fair, way 
to solution. AfteVSo many years, the ultimate typographical 
unit had been discovered, not the block, hot the individual 
type, but the line of type. 


This was over twenty-two years ago, and those machines 


represent the furthest progress made during Mergenthaler' s 
life. "They were capable of composing ordinary column-wide 
reading matter in one face of type. 
Since then the possi- 


bilities of the linotype have been enlarged to an extent which 
Mergenthaler never dreamed of, but the utmost limit of its 
development has just reached over the borders of what might 
be called body type, or type for solid paragraphs. 


During all this time all type larger than one-fifth of an 


inch, known as display type (except for the extremely con- 
densed headings composed on a special machine) has been 
composed and either printed or stereotyped from individual 
type. 


Now comes another crowning invention, taking as its 


basis the Mergenthaler slug idea, and we have the wonderful, 
versatile Ludlow Typograph, with its new method of casting 
display type on slugs, so simplified and standardized as to 
make its operation absolutely practical and commercial. 


The general principles of this system of display com- 


position are illustrated on this page. 


The Ludlow Typograph is a simplified machine for cast- 


f ing display type on slugs, up to a size as large as this: 
$564.27. 


This is the limit reached thus far, but there seems to be 


no reason for its being a permanent one. 


The slugs are cast from large brass matrices, or molds. 


assembled by hand from a special case in a special stick, at 
shown in the illustration. 


•The compositor justifies or spaces out the line to the 


proper measure, locks the stick in the casting machine, and 
the line is cast automatically. Matrices of all faces are made 
to fit exactly in the same stick, so the different sized letters 
and also Italic and Roman faces can be cast in the same line, 
as, for example: 


Newspapers have been forced to avoid the use of large 


Italic faces as much as- possible because of the rapid destruc- 
tion of Italic type, on account of the kem or overhang, due to 
the slope of the letters. When individual Italic type is made 
without an overhang, it does not carry the graceful curves 
of the true Italic. 


Here, is an example of Italic from the Ludlow, which al- 


ready has bevome to'be known as "the machine with the per- 
fect Italic":

A FEW WORDS ABOUT 


THE REST OF THE REVIEW 


After a week of more than usual ex- 


citement in The Review Building, with 
The Review's up-torthe-minute metro- 
politan composing room us the center 
of attraction, and scores of interested 
visitors watching the new equipment 
and studying the new methods—while 
this was The Review ad room's inning, 
it was also a fact that all the other Re- 
view departments had previously been 
brought to just a< high a metropolitan 
standard, and the suggestion was made 
that it was hardly fair to The Review 
Family of Readers, to The Review ad- 
vertisers and to the host of loyal em- 
ployes in the other departments not to 
say a word about the rest of The Re- 
view. 


It is yetting a little late and we 


haven't time enough to tell the whole 
story, so we'll have to compress it into 
a few crisp sentences. 


IN THE PRESS ROOM. 


It was in 1895 that The Review as- 


sumed the leading position in the Deca- 
tur newspaper field. 
In that year, it 


installed the first perfecting press in 
Decatur. 
It was a flat bed press, and 


printed (torn type, but. the paper was 
fed continuously from a roll, and was 
delivered folded. 


Eight years later. The Review's cir- 


culation had grown. It installed a three- 
deck stereotyping press, the first in De- 
catur. 


At the same time it installed electric 


push-button control, the first in Deca- 
tur. 


> The Review is now printed on a Goss 
four-deck press, with a capacity for 
12,000 
thirty-two page papers, or 


25,000 sixteen-page papers an hour, 
also the first in Decatur. 
THE STEREOTYPING DEPARTMENT. 


As 94 per-cent of The Review's cir- 


culation is delivered by Review car- 
riers, it is of the very utmost import- 
ance to cut every possible minute off 
from the time the last page is closed to 
the time the carriers can begin de- 
livery. 


To this end, The Review has special- 


ized on speed and efficiency in its stere- 
otyping department, until it is the most 
complete in down-state Illinois. 


About five years ago. The Review 


discarded its steam tables and adopted 
•Ihe dry mat, it being the first paper in 
Illinois to adopt the dry mat exclusively 
and one of the first half dozen in the 
United States. 


This enabled The Review to save, by 


the dry mat nhrinking, what then 
amounted to $25 a month, and what 
now amounts to $75 a month on its 
paper bills. 
It also gave better print- 


ing results, especidlly on half-tones, and 
enables The Review to cut five minutes 
by avoiding unnecessary mat drying. 


Later, The Review found that the 


new massive* Goss molding machine 
with very slow speed one way, and 
double speed the other, gave much bet- 
ter success in rolling dry mats, so it 
installed the first machine of the kind 
in Illinois. 


Four years ago, still anxious to cut 


off a fe\* minutes more between the 
time of closing the last page and getting 
the carriers started. The Review in- 
stalled the famous Wood Semi-Auto- 
plate for the automatic casting of slere- 
ot>pe plates, the first autoplate in Illi- 
nois, outside Chicago, and still the only 
one. 
v 


The Review has a record of starting 


the press with two plates in four min- 
utes from the time of closing the last 
page, and it regularly turns the trick 
every day in five minutes. 


Of course The Review ran the first 


double-page spread in Decatur. 


We do not know of"a city four times 


the size of Decatur 'that has any more 
complete stereotype equipment than 
The Review. 


Here is a machine that The Review 


was not only the first to install, but 


it was invented and manufactured by 
The Review's mechanical superinten- 
dent. Mr. H. W. Peyer. 
It is a power 


machine, operated by a motor, for sift- 
ing stereotype dross, and it is the great- 
est metal slaver ever invented. The sec- 
ond machine built, wer^ to- the Milwau- 
kee Journal, where it ha* proved a 
great success, and all metal experts 
who have seen it, are enthusiastic in 
its praise. It can hardly be said to be 
on the market yet, though an office has 
been opened in Chicago1 for pushing 
this product, which will be manufac- 
tured in Decatur. See advertisement 
elsewhere. 


Isn't the above a pretty good record 


for The Review's stereotyping depart- 
ment) 


EDITORIAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Review, in 1868, being at that 


time unable to get1 an Associated Press 
franchise, published the first special tel- 
egraphic dispatches ever printed in De- 
catur, 
A few years later, it obtained 


the first Associated Press franchise in 
Decatur. 


The Review was the first paper in 


Decatur to establish a quick reference 
index of local news and local biographi- 
cal matters, with photographs, clip- 
pings, etc. This collection now runs up 
into the ten* of thousands, and it is 
said to be the most complete and valu- 
able in down-state Illinois. 
It is to 


highly regarded by The Review that it 
is housed in its fire-proof building. 


The Review also was the first paper 


in the. country to begin the daily series 
now «o popular everywhere: "Ten 
Years Ago Today," and "Twenty Years 
Ago Today." 


The Review enjoys the unique dis- 


tinction of having its two principal edi- 
torial departments in the hands of the 
same two men for a period of twenty- 
nine years. 


The Review was the first paper iq 


Decatur, probably in down-state Illinois, 
to stereotype and print half-tones. It 
was certainly, with a single exception, 
the first paper in down-state Illinois, to, 
install its own engraving plant and 
make its own half-tones and etchings. 


The Review's half-tones are not often 


excelled anywhere. 


BUSINESS OFFICE. 


There is nothing particularly note- 


worthy about the business office, ex- 
cept that for many years, it has been 
the largest iind finest in down-state Illi- 
nois. It was the first to install a private 
telephone exchange, the first to intro- 
duce bookkeeping and accounting ma- 
chinery, first to adopt the dictaphone 
for correspondence, and to institute a 
daily instead of a monthly balance 
sheet. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT. 
If there is anything The Review espe- 


cially does pride itself upon in being 
ahead of the rest of the papers of the 
country, it is the record made by its 
Circulation Department. 


In the first place, The Review is 


about the only paper we know of that 
has 94 per cent of its circulation dis- 
tributed by its own carrier force. 


It is one of the few large papers that 


absolutely controls its own circulation 
and makes its own collections. 


In 'Decatur, it prints weekly collec- 


tion slips' for over 6rOOO subscribers on 
an electric A'ddressograph machine, and 
it .was the first paper in the country to 
adopt this method. 


The Review is the only paper in De- 


catur that has never given a premium 
or made a special offer to get sub- 
scribers. 


The Review is one of two papers in 


the United States that was deemed wor- 
thy of special editorial mention by 
George P. Rowell in his famous survey, 
"Newspapers Worth Counting," the 
other paper quite naturally being the 
Chicago News. 


The Review is the first paper in De- 


catur tq-establi*u Rout* Centers of dis- 
tribution throughout the city te expe- 
dite its carrier delivery. 


• Ther,* were only two other papers 


in Illinois that have nude detailed cir- 


ulation statements for a longer period 
than The Review, these two being The 
Chicago New* and The Blooraington 
Pantograph. 


The Review wai the first paper in 


the United States to issue .a monthly 
Distribution Statement, showing not 
only how many papers were printed, 
but where they went, and whether de- 
livered by .carrier or mail. 


This statement received a great deal 


of attention and did much toward edu- 
cating newspaper publisher! as to what 
could be'done toward bringing ant the 
quality as well a* the quantity points 
of their circulation. 
It !• still published 


every month, and sent as a voucher to 
all its advertisers.' 


The Review is the only paper as far 


as known, that regularly prints its low 
water mark circulation, that is, the low- 
est number distributed each month. 


The Review was one of the first 


dailies in* the country to put its mail 
list on an absolutely Paid-in-Advance 
basis. 
This was done seventeen years 


ago. 


ADVERTISING DEPARTMENT. 
The Advertising Department seema 


to have occupied most all the rest of 
the paper, so let that suffice for them. 
Their story is best told by the almost 
thirty pages of advertising in this issue 
of the paper. 


GENERAL. 


The Review was the first paper in the 


state to absolutely do away with all 
shafting and belting, and install individ- 
ual motors on every piece of machinery 
in the plant. 
> 


The Review was the first paper, at 


least in down-state Illinois, to house, as 
a protection against fire, its entire me 
chanical equipment in an absolutely 
fire-proof annex, and then install a 
complete pressure sprinkler system as 
an additional precaution. 


The Review is the only newspaper 


plant in the state that has ice water, 
cooled by its private refrigerating plant, 
distributed to drinking fountains, all 
over the building. 


The Review is the first paper in 


down-state Illinois, to distribute com- 
pressed air throughout the building for 
cleaning machinery and other purposes.

On June 27th, The Review put on a new
